As soon as the report of the dam ­ 
age to the trestle was received cav­ 
alry and infantry were spread out ra­ 
pidly from Fort Brown in an effort to 
surround the Mexicans. Aviation Lieu­ 
tenant R. C. Morrow ascended in*an 
' aeroplane to find the band and g lide 
the soldiers. Thirty of the Mexicans 
were seen about seven miles north of 
Brownsville according to reports that 
reached Fort Brown. 
It was learned that the troopers 
found a quantity of dynam ite in a 
■ult case, several dirks, one rifle and 
two revolvers at the trestle, indicat 
ing, it was believed, that the Mexi 
cans Intended to blow up the b rid g e,1 
but were frightened away. 
The trestle was Ared shortly after 
the regular midnight passenger train 
had 
passed. Indicating, officials be­ 
lieve, that the hand had no desire to 
endanger the train or its passengers. 
It Is believed that this hand was com­ 
posed of Mexicans living on the Texas 
side of the Rio Grande, as that stream 
is at flood stage and the current very 
swift, making it almost impossible to 
swim horses across. 
A party of

automobile, who passed the trestle a 
short while befo re it was set on fire, 
reported that they had been fired upon 
by a band of between twenty-flve and 
thirty Mexicans.

If a watch is wound both mornlpg
